To Our Stockholders 


The nation’s economy, during the current term, con- 
tinued to surge forward buoyed primarily by the high 
level of consumer spending, booming exports, and 
brisk capital investment in the private sector. Mirror- 
ing this expansive economic tone, demand for auto- 
mobiles, centered on passenger cars, continued 
strong. 

In view of the general economic uptrend and the 
diversifying mood pervading the automotive market, 
the Company introduced totally new models and 
improved versions of our whole range of cars and 
trucks, in doing our utmost to garner an even larger 
share of the market in Japan and overseas. As a re- 
sult, the Company posted an impressive increase in 
unit sales over the previous term. Besides the auto- 
motive line, the textile machinery as- well as the 
space and aeronautical divisions likewise showed 
encouragingly favorable gross sales; the details of 
which will be reviewed later on in this report. 

The recall campaign issue which developed during 
the term, as we are only too aware, aroused not a 
little anxiety among our stockholders and customers 
alike. We are now, however, pleased to report that 
the problem was nipped in the bud by the timely 
completion of steps taken to rectify the situation. 
What is more, this experience served to spur us on 
in our efforts to perfect our safety and quality con- 
trol framework. 

We expect automotive demand to continue to ex- 
pand, with passenger cars spearheading the trend. 
On the other hand, foreign auto capital’s advance 
into the domestic market is becoming a matter of 
pressing concern, with the liberalization of capital 
investment in the industry scheduled for October 1, 
1971. It therefore appears inevitably certain that the 
industry will find itself up against tougher competi- 
tion than ever before. 

In facing up to this challenging business environ- 
ment at home and abroad, we are all the more firmly 
determined to leave no stone unturned in furthering 
the Company’s overall capacity, thereby improving 
its competitive position in the broader arena of the 
international scene. 

On behalf of all members of the management, | 
wish to take this opportunity to express our sincere 
appreciation for your past guidance and encourage- 
ment and look forward to your continued interest 
and support.

Production 


We produced 336,633 passenger cars and 228,781 
trucks and buses for a total of 565,414 units during 
the current term. This represents an increase of 
12,437 units over the preceding term. Worthy of note 
is the fact that the aggregate total production of the 
Company since its foundation back in 1933 topped 
the five million mark on May 24. 

Next, in regard to plant facilities, we expanded 
plant buildings and streamlined the production 
system for components manufacturing plants as 
well as vehicle assembly plants. These measures were 
undertaken to cope with the soaring demand for 
such popular models as the Datsun 1300/1600 
(Bluebird), Nissan Skyline, and Datsun 1000 (Sunny).

In addition, an axle plant was constructed as part of 
the second phase of the facilities expansion program 
at the Tochigi Plant site. The plant is also presently 
the location of an ultramodern foundry which was 
put into operation during the previous term. We 
believe that the Company’s overall production Capa- 
bilities will be improved substantially as the axle 
plant comes on stream from the end of 1969. 

In order to cope with the problems of daily con- 
cern such as the alarming increase of traffic acci- 
dents and exhaust emissions, we have improved and 
modernized the related facilities and test equipment. 
We are thus stepping up our efforts to develop and 
offer our customers safer and better cars.

Due in most part to a steady increase in the demand 
for the Datsun 1300/1600 (Bluebird), Datsun 1000 
(Sunny), coupled with the enthusiastic acceptance of 
the Nissan Skyline, total domestic sales for the term 
came to 414,093 units, representing an increase of 
10,726 units over the previous term. The current do- 
mestic sales break down to 242,845 passenger Cars 
and 171,248 trucks and buses. 

Looking at the non-automotive lines, the textile 
machinery division, against the backdrop of the 
strong demand for its high-performance Nissan Jet- 
Loom at home and abroad, posted higher profits than 
in the preceding term, along with the space and 
aeronautical division. 

During the current term, to cope with the recall 
campaign issue developed, we, as a manufacturer 
concerned, immediately swang into action to correct

the situation. With our concentrated effort, combined 
with the cooperation on the part of our customers, 
we succeeded in having the whole problem ironed 
out one hundred percent by the end of the term. 
Keeping this in mind as a lesson, we are determined 
to bear down even harder on the safety aspects of 
our products, while at the same time keeping a closer 
watch on the quality control than ever before. 

Despite the unfavorable publicity brought on by 
the issue as such, Nissan Motor’s gross turnover 
totaled $873.4 million, the highest in the Company’s 
history. This record sales level was a clear reflection 
of brisk demand for our cars and trucks in the home 
as well as on the export markets. As a result, profits 
amounted to $31.5 million, an increase of $1.4 million 
over the previous term.

Exports 


We exported 99,097 passenger cars and 51,348 trucks 
and buses for a total of 150,445 units during the cur- 
rent term. This represents an increase of 12,916 units 
over the previous term. Some of the major factors 
behind these encouraging results were the continued 
high level of demand for our Datsun cars in the 
United States, and a steady rise in knock-down ex- 
ports to Australia, Mexico, and the Republic of South 
Africa. 

The percentage ratio of exports in the Company’s 
output edged up to 26.6 percent during the term 
from the previous 24.9 precent. Given the current 
export growth rate, it seems reasonable to expect

that exports will most likely account for an increas- 
ingly larger proportion of our sales activities in the 
years to come. 

In view of the bright prospects for the export busi- 
ness, we carried through an extensive program aimed 
at the strengthening of export-related departments 
and shipping facilities, while at the same time ex- 
panding the overseas service infrastructure to im- 
prove the reaction time and efficiency of service. 

In order to insure the balanced growth of the 
Company, we will continue to strive to gain an even 
larger share of the world market.
